Allowable Claims 

1 . Claims 3-5 and 8-1 1 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding claim 3, in combination with other limitations of the claims, the prior 

art of record fails to disclose or specifically suggested a network receiving section, 
separated from the game communicating section, for receiving signals from the network 
game server, and directly receiving a plurality of incoming signals of telephone message 
data from other game terminal unit without transmitting through the network game 
server.
